Kenny Rogers gives 
his stallion to CP

Kenny Rogers, one of the nation's 
leading solo performers and 25th annual 
Slkeston Jaycee Bootheel Rodeo star, 
has donated his grey, seven-year-old 
Arabian stallion, Borraabby, to the Scott- 
Mississippi- New Madrid Counties 
Cerebral Palsy Affiliate. 
The gift of the stallion was announced 
at 2 p.m. today at a joint press con­ 
ference held by the Slkeston Jaycees and 
the Cerebral Palsy affiliate. 
CP officials also announced that the 
new CP center to be constructed in 
Slkeston will be erected In Rogers’ name. 
On Aug. 13 of rodeo week, Rogers told 
the local Jaycees at a luncheon that he 
was sincerely Interested In donating the 
community his Arabian stallion. Since 
that time, the Slkeston Jaycees have 
been working "almost weekly” with 
Rogers and his management team in 
making arrangements for this contribu­ 
tion from the recording artist to the 
Slkeston community. 
After much deliberation, it became ap­ 
parent both to the Slkeston Jaycees and 
to Rogers, that the need for a new 
cerebral palsy center in Slkeston was of 
high priority. 
Following discussions between 
members of the Slkeston Jaycees and the 


recording artist in Nashville, prior to the 
Country Music Association Awards Mon­ 
day, and again through telephone con­ 
versations on Wednesday, the final deci­ 
sion was made. 
Borraabby, who was sired by the inter­ 
nationally renowned Naborr, stand 15.1 
hands and is now stabled at the Hallmark 
Farms in Middleton, Calif. 
Foled by Aabby In Scottsdale, Ariz., on 
May 7, 1970, Borraabby was Initially 
owned by recording artist John David­ 
son, who transferred ownership to 
Rogers in August of 1972. 
The horse is registered under number 
338780 with the Arabian Horse Registry 
of America. He has been shown in the 
Western Pleasure Class. 
Naborr, who sired the horse, was bred 
in Russia and imported into the United 
States by the late Ann McCormick, 
owner of the International Harvester 
Equipment Co. At her death, Naborr was 
auctioned off for 5150,000. Of his offspring 
in the United States, 68 per cent have won 
championships. 
"In all likelihood, The Arabian Stallion 
will be transported to Slkeston for sale at 
a private treaty or auction.

ELECTORALCOLLEGE

The Senate Judiciary Com­ 
mittee has approved a propos­ 
ed amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution which would 
eliminate the Electoral Col­ 
lege and replace it with a j presidential 
direct popular national elec­ 
tion in which the U.S. presi­ 
dent would be elected with 40 
per cent of the vote. 
This radical proposal, if 
adopted, would encourage 
presidential candidates to 
gear their time, money and 
policies toward the half-dozen 
most populous states where 
big-city machines could roll 
up extra millions of votes. 
The rest of the country 
would become irrelevant to 
the executive branch of the 
federal government, even 
though the policies and tactics 
involved in securing extra 
votes in New York City or 
Washington, D.C., are often 
contrary to the best interests 
of most of the rest of the coun­ 
try. 
If the plurality required for 
the election of a president 
were reduced from 50 per cent 
to only 40 per emit, the system 
would provide a built-in incen­ 
tive for many candidates to 
try for the 40 per cent, and 
conversely an incentive to 
straw candidates in order to 
prevent an unwanted can­ 
didate from achieving the 40 
percent. 
With many candidates in the 
race, no one would receive 40 
per cent, and the final decision 
would almost always be 
thrown into the hands of Con­ 
gress. 
This would effectively 
transfer control over the elec­ 
tion of the president from the 
states and the people to the 
U.S. Congress, which is the ex­ 
act opposite of the intent of the 
Founding Fathers. This would 
replace our present separa­ 
tion of powers with the Euro­ 
pean parliamentary system of 
government. 
Hie Electoral College is one 
Of the legacies of the inspired 
f 
enius of our Founding 
ethers. It was part of the 
Great Compromise which 
transformed us from a bunch 
of rival Colonies into a con­ 
stitutional Republic. The 
Great Compromise brought 
together both the large states 


and the small by means of a 
national Congress with one 
House based on population 
and the second House on 
state’s rights. 
The Electoral College ia bas­ 
ed on this same compromise, 
and therefore, requires that 
candidates heed 
the voters of every state, 
regardless of size. 
The present Electoral Col­ 
lege is the only occasion in our 
political process in which 50 
per cent of the entire nation 
must agree on something or 
someone. This provides a 
basis for the leadership our 
country needs in time of crisis. 
Under the proposed constitu­ 
tional amendment, we would 
alw ay s h av e m in o rity 
presidents with an inadequate 
basis of support. 
When a candidate wins a 
lopsided victory, no one 
demands a vote recount. It is 
the close elections that cause 
the problems and for which 
our system must provide. The 
Electoral College reduces the 
problems involved in a close 
election to a minimum. 
The Senate was engaged for 
months during 1975 in trying to 
resolve the disputed election 
for a New Hampshire Senate 
seat. Just imagine the confu­ 
sion if we were faced with vote 
recounts in all 50 states at the 
same time in order to deter­ 
mine if a presidential can­ 
didate got 39.999 per emit of 
the vote or 40 per cent. The 
present Electoral College 
system effectively prevents a 
contest in more than a couple 
of states in any given election. 
One of the principal pur­ 
poses of our unique Electoral 
College is to keep the meddl­ 
ing fingers of Congress out of 
election process. The Elec­ 
toral College is the only func­ 
tion of our national govern­ 
ment that ia performed out­ 
side of Washington. 
The president is elected by 
electors chosen in their states 
according to state election 
laws, who meet and cast their 
ballots in their own state c- 
apitals. 
No senator, con­ 
gressman or federal official is 
permitted to ba an elector in 
the Electoral College. 
The Electoral College has 
served as well for 360 years, 
and there is every reason to 
believe it can continue to 
serve us for the next 300.

WASHINGTON - P resi­ 
dent C arter, who did his 
share 
of hand-wringing 
over the wiretapping of the 
Nixon era, has now found 
himself in possession of a 
government handbook on 
wiretapping. 
This handy, easy-to-read 
manual could instruct any 
enterprising snoop with a 
set of tools how to eaves­ 
drop on telephone conver­ 
sations. The White House 
is em barrassed. The tele­ 
phone company is horri­ 
fied. 
Still, the C arter disciples 
are caught in a dilemma. It 
seem s 
th e ta x p a y e rs 
coughed up $47,000 for the 
instructions on how 
to 
wiretap. 
It is contrary to the pres­ 
ident’s spirit of candor and 
sense of economics to de­ 
prive the taxpayers of the 
information they paid for. 
The Office of Telecom­ 
munications Policy, which 
paid for the handbook, was 
all set to release it for the 
enlightenm ent of those 
who m ight be interested in 
the refinem ents of eaves­ 
dropping. But the tele­ 
phone company raised a 
howl. Am erican Telephone 
k Telegraph, one source 
confided, 
'is scared to 
death about too m any peo­ 
ple finding out about this.* 
The aggrieved phone 
company, therefore, ur­ 
gently alerted Vice Presi­ 
dent W alter M ondalf to the 


danger. AT k T president 
Charles 
Brown 
w arned 
Mondale in a confidential 
letter that the w iretap 
manual te lls how to inter­ 
cept suburban residential 
telephones, business data 
communication ... and the 
interstate 
long-distance 
network ... It tells the 
reader how to locate, open, 
tap into, reseal and rebury 
our cables for the purpose 
of intercepting custom ers' 
communications.” 
White House officials, 
putting discretion ahead of 
candor, have placed the 13- 
page, how-to-do-it hand­ 
book under lock and key. It 
is now being handled with 
the sam e delicate care as 
nitroglycerin. 
T he 
r e p e r c u s s i o n s , 
meanwhile, have already 
reached Capitol Hill. Rep. 
John Moss, D-Calif., who 
uncovered the m anual, is 
eager to know m ore about 
the governm ent’s w iretap 
way». Apparently, the gov­ 
ernment has been sa c a re - 
less about privacy that it 
planned to publish 
the 
wiretapping 
instructions. 
Yet Moss has been denied 
access to the phone re­ 
cords of past intelligence 
wiretaps 
by

House. Congressional in­ 
vestigators suspect that 
some of these were really 
W atergate-style 
political 
wiretaps. 
It rem ains a m atter of 
dispute, meanwhile, why 


the wiretapping instruc­ 
tions were w ritten. An offi­ 
cial of the M itre Corpora­ 
tion, which produced the 
manual, told us: *We were 
reluctant to produce any­

Executive Suite’s Viewpoint: 
Says Unions’ No ‘Blessing’ 
And 
Need No New Legal Powers 
WASHINGTON - Few in­ 
dustrialists know American 
labor - and its leaders - as 
knowledgeably, even in­ 
timately, as does Heath Larry 
who only recently left U.S. 
Steel to direct the NAM which 
has 13,000 affUiated com­ 
panies employing some is 
million workers. Last month I 
asked the AFL-CIO’s second- 
in-command, Lane Kirkland, 
George M e a n y ’s h e i r - 
apparent, for his comments on 
the fiercely fought “Labor 
Law Reform Bill.” So even- 
handedly I asked Larry for his 
own opinion. Here it is: 
By Heath Larry 
President, Natl. Assn. of 
Manufacturers 
People ask me why in the 
world 1 am advocating defeat 
of the labor law reform pro­ 
worked out between the ad­ 
ministration and the AFL- 
CIO. They want to know If I 
am one of those “union 
busters” that George Meany 
talks about. 
Hardly. I have dealt with 
unions -- honorably and fairly • 
- for forty years. But nothing 
about that experience con­ 
vinces me that unions are such 
an unmitigated blessing that 
they ought to be shoehorned 
into employment situations 
whether or not they are 
wanted or needed - and that is 
what 1 believe these proposals 
would do. 
Now, 1 know Mr. Meany has 
his list of “enemies” - a list 
which comprises five or six 
companies which have been 
accused of being as callous to 
the requirements of law as 
many unions have been. But 
that’s no reason to change our 
labor law into an organizaing 
tool for big unions. 
Employes have many 
reasons for wanting to remain 
out of the unions. They must 
have - or three out of four 
wouldn’t have stayed out all 
these years. Some employes - 
particularly those in smaller 
units - feel that their op­ 
portunity for communicating 
back and forth with their 
employer is quite satisfac­ 
tory; they don’t need a union 
interposed between him and 
them. Others may have looked 
around ami seen that if they 
are searching for industrial 
democracy, there are a few 
unions which have been just as 
lacking in it as any employer, 
others may worry - and not 
without justification - that the 
union which represents them 
may insist upon imposing a 
pattern settlement on their 
work condition which just 
might price them out of the job 
market. 
1 think we ought to bear in 
mind that most of the employe 
units that we are now talking 
about are generally pretty 
small. The big units, in the 
main, got organized years 
ago. The mass-producing in­ 
dustries had become suffi­ 
ciently large and complex so 
that communicatioas between 
employes and their employers 
deteriorated. There was a 
need for a mechanism by 
which to restore dignity, so 
much so that em ployer 
resistance couldn’t stop it. I 
think any impartial analysis 
would have to recognize that 
the Impact of unionization in 
these earlier days was often 
constructive. 
But those situations in which 
organization has not taken 
root in succeeding years are 
different; they are probably 
situations where the employ­ 
ment conditions are quite good 
rather than reflecting evil 


e m p l o y e r s who h a v e 
bludgeoned their employes in­ 
to submission. 
So I can’t see how the public 
interest will be served by fur­ 
ther tilting the balance which 
presently exists in the labor 
law as to give big unions addi­ 
tional leverage against small 
employers. If I were a union 
organizer, I am sure I could 
use the new tools provided in 
the proposed law to sweep 
through a large portion of the 
unorganized - and in a very 
short order. 
Picture a small employer 
confronted with an election 
petition under rules which say 
that election will happen 
within 15 days unless there Is 
some serious problem. He pro­ 
bably doesn’t know whether 
he has a problem or not; his 
first major problem is pro­ 
bably to find a lawyer who can 
tell him what his problems 
are: peculiarly enough, the 
proposals don’t contemplate 
any such quickie elections. 
Unless the union feels it has 
caught the employe? napping 
and has a majority all sewed 
up - having been exposed to 
only the union’s side of the 
story. If the union has any 
doubts, the proposed law pro­ 
vides for a longer period of 
time. 
And then, can you imagine 
the disciplinary difficulties in 
running a plant during an 
organizing campaign, if 
discharging an employe 
becomes virtually impossible - 
• even if justified - because 
compulsory reinstatement 
will be ordered by the Board? 
And next, can you imagine the 
impact if the small employers 
could be forced into situations 
where they must risk having 
big-industry wages applied to 
them - applied to them by the 
NLRB -- before the negotia­ 
tions are complete? 
These are only some of the 
problems: 
One of the great concerns of 
this nation must be the current 
trend rate in inflation. And, 
unfortunately, major unions 
have never been a moderating 
influence on inflation. The cost 
of living clauses on which they 
have insisted in the last 
decade have constantly 
recycled the worst inflation 
aberrations which have oc­ 
curred in the economy. Nor, 
unfortunately, have large 
unions ever made any notable 
contributions to improving the 
economy’s efficiency. 
Thus, I can’t think of 
anything which would produce 
a greater boost to the existing 
inflationary bias in the 
economy than to have this law 
passed, and to give the unions 
the additional leverage which 
they would achieve as a result 
of it. 
I hold no brief for an 
employer who wUl frustrate 
the free right of employe 
choice - whether by threats or 
false promises or by resort of 
unfair labor practices. We 
can’t condone unconscionable 
delays. 
1 do not contend there have 
been no abuses by employers 
under the present law. But 
there have been fully as many 
abuses by unions If we are go­ 
ing to take a look at the law at 
all, than we ought to take a 
look at all of U, particularly 
provisions which could insure 
employe rights, a . is the case 
in the bills proposed by Sens. 
Griffin, Hatch and Tower end 
by Reps Ashbrook and Erton- 
born. 
So, my plea is that wa keep a 
foir balance. If any tilt Is 
made, let It be toward protec­ 
tion of employe rights - not 
toward the enlargement ot 
union privileges.

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Com growers sue USDA 


DES MOINES, Iowa (AP) - The National Corn Growers 
Association has filed suit In U.S. District Court In an effort to 
get the U.S. Department of Agriculture to impooe tariffs and 
import fees on foreign sugar. 
“The value of 1979 and lt77 corn crops have been depressed 
from 9290 million to. 9350 million because the Carter Ad­ 
ministration has not carried out the explicit mandate of Con­ 
gress,” charged Donald Schlichte, executive vice president 
oftheNCGA. 
“The USDA is offering direct payment subsidies to cane 
end beet growers, but completely ignoring the economic im­ 
pact upon corn sweeteners,” he said. 
Named as defendants In the suit filed late Thursday are 
Agriculture Secretary Robert Bergland, the Commodity 
Credit Corporation of the USDA, and Ray Fitzgerald, the ex­ 
ecutive vice president of the Commodity Credit Corporation. 
The NCGA is headquartered in Boone, Iowa, and has about 
8,500 members In 47 states. 
Schlichte said com growers Joined in a coalition with beet 
and cane growers and processors to get the new sugar price 
support legislation enacted. He said they had assurances 
from Congress that the measure would bolster prices in the 
marketplace and protect corn growers as well as beet and 
cane growers. 
Instead, said Schlichte, the USDA deferred Immediate ap­ 
plication of tariffs and import fees and invoked a direct- 
payment subsidy plan for beet mid cane processors.

CHICAGO (AP) — Was it an embezzlement, a burglary or 
Just an accounting error? Apparently no one knows for sure 
how exactly $1 million in cash disappeared from the 
underground vault of the country’s ninth largest bank. 
But a spokesman for the First National Bank of Chicago 
said not one customer “is going to looe a penny.” 
Homer J. Holland, senior vice president in charge of ad­ 
ministration, said the apparent loss has been charged 
against the bank’s third-quarter earnings, which still are ex­ 
pected to exceed last year’s third-quarter earnings. 
The apparent loss is the biggest in the history of the bank, 
Holland said. He added that the bank, second largest in Il­ 
linois, has Insurance for such losses, but the deductible is 
greater than the amount missing. 
When the bank closed Friday for the three-day Columbus 
Day weekend, the 91 million was in a locked cart inside a 
vault, officials said. But at the day’s-end accounting of cash 
on Tuesday, the bank’s head teller found that the money was 
gone, Holland said.

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County health status in top 13 


Despite the expected 
population decrease of nearly 
1,000 persons expected for 
Scott County in the next 15 
years, the overall health 
status for the area is higher 
than most of the 80 counties 
surveyed, according to a re­ 
cent publication of The Mid 
South: A Regional Profile. 
Out of the 80 counties, Scott 
county ranked 13th on the list 
as having the best overall 
health record. New Madrid, 
Pemiscot and Mississippi 
Counties ranked 7lst, 73rd, 
and 74th, respectively. 
On the basis of 13 health- 
related indicators, the 80 coun­ 
ties were ranked from best to 
worst, based on social and 
demographic data, to find an 
Index of coo—arable health 
statistics. Population is a ma­ 
jor factor of health facilities 
available for use. 
Scott County in 1075 had a 
population 35,200. That, ac­ 
cording to the study, is ex­ 
pected to drop to 34,358 in 1990 
but rise to 40,402 by the year 
2000. Only Butler county, 
which is expected to increase 
in population from 36,700 to 
44,328 in the next 15 years, 
gains population in Southeast 
Missouri. 
The study further says that 
southeast Missouri, including 
Butler, Dunklin, Mississippi, 
New Madrid, Pemiscot, 
Ripley, Scott and Stoddard 
counties, has a total popula­ 
tion of nearly 212,100, which is 
projected to fall to 199,000 in 
1990, but rise by 223,368 in the 
year 2000. The projections are 
based primarily on past 
population trends with other 
factors, such as local 
economies, etc. included. 
Overall, Southeast Missouri 
is expected to increase only 5.3 
percent in population between 
now and the end of the cen­ 
tury, which is far behind the 
other areas in the study, with 
the single exception of eastern 
Arkansas. 
The shortage of medical 
personnel, especially physi­ 


cians, is a major factor in the 
level of health care one can 
receive in Scott County, and 
other regions of the Mid- 
South. Southeast Missouri and 
North Mississippi have the 
lowest physician to people 
ratio of 1 to 1,870 and 1 to 1,066, 
respectively. 
The national shortage of 
physicians is found in the Mid- 
South where many counties 
have these deficits. In 1974, 
the nation had a physician to 
people ratio of one to 565 peo­ 
ple compared to a one to 982 in 
the Mid-South in 1975. 
Despite the realization that 
the shortage will increase in 
the future, optimistic 
developments may include, a 
trend back to family practice, 
more interest in rural practice 
and new governmental pro­ 
grams to end the shortage. 
Missouri Delta Hospital in 
Sikeston is termed as one of 
the secondary care centers in 
the Mid-South that draws from 
90 smaller health institutions 
outside the Memphis, Tenn. 
area. 
Memphis is known as the 
medical center of the Mid- 
South region, and supported 
by these smaller institutions, 
it offers all levels of service 
with an emphasis on specializ­ 
ed care. 
In recent years, however, 
there has been a consolidation 
of hospital facilities in the 
Mid-South. The number of 
short-stay hospitals decreased 
8.8 per cent since 1970. The 
number of beds has, however, 
increased by 1,700 or 10.6 per 
cent since 1975. 
A low income level is partly 
responsible for the Mid- 
South’s decreasing health 
status. The long-time 
dependence on fanning and 
lack of industrialization can 
be termed largely responsible. 
The region still lags behind 
in income as a whole and those 
who relied on cotton in the 
past, especially the Delta 
areas of Mississippi, Arkansas 
and Missouri were in the lower 
income bracket. 


Despite the decrease In in­ 
come, Scott County was 
among four other counties in 
1972 to record per capita in­ 
comes of over $2,000. Shelby 
County, Tenn., was by far the 
most affluent of the region’s 80 
counties, with a pm* capita in­ 
come of $3,533. 
Education is also an impor­ 
tant factor of health care, 
because it is an indirect 
measure of whether an in­ 
dividual can pay for his health 
expenses. There is also a 
direct relationship between 
education and both knowledge 
of and attitude toward the 
health care delivery system. 


Southwest Missouri has one 
of the lowest ratings of 
residents who have completed 
schooling. Southwest Ken­ 
tucky residents completed 10.7 
yeasrs of school, West Ten­ 
nessee 11.8. Memphis has the 
hast record of 11.7 completed 
school years. Even though the 
health situation has decreased 
because of the lack of physi­ 
cians, causes also stem from 
income and education. 
Southeast Missouri will also 
stay behind in health care with 
the rest unless steps can be 
taken to first prevent the 
minor problems which lead to 
something major.

TRICKY TASTE BUDS 
Have you ever watched a 
bluegill approach a worm on a 
hook, touch it and then reject 
it without taking a bite? 
Puzzling over how a fish 
could taste a bait without 
taking it into its mouth, the 
angling experts at Mercury 
outboards learned that most 
fish have taste buds which are 
located outside the body. 
Almost all fish have taste 
buds in the lips and throat, but 
many others have specialized 
areas of the body, such as Tins 
and along the side, which act as 
taste centers. 
Wherever they are located 
on the fish, taste buds are small 
cells that open like flower 
blossoms to test food and send 
a signal to the brain. 
If the taste is acceptable, the 
fish will likely take the food into 
its mouth. 
A catfish has the most taste 
buds of any fish. More than 
100,000 are located through­ 
out its body. 
The majority of these are 
found in the barbels, special 
taste organs which protrude 
from the chin and enable the 
catfuh to detect small amount« 
of food as it digs up mud. 
Fishermen take advantage 
of the catfish’s sharp sense of 
taste by using baits which 
gradually dissolve in the water. 
As the catfish tastes the bait 
from some distance away, it is 
aroused to search out the 
source of the food and is drawn 
to the hook. 
Tastes vary among different 
kinds of fish. 
Largemouth black bass pre­ 
fer a fresh bait. A minnow 
hooked so that it is alive is good 
and will be eaten. 
Bass will turn away from 
dead or contaminated food.

I fflf liy of disclosure for 
religious organisations had 
not really come up until this 
year. 
“And no churches or chur- 
chrelated organizations are 
required by law to do so," 
Graham said. "Bid the mood 
of the country is moving In 
that direction, and I think we 
will gladly conform to it." 
The Graham organisation 
recently has been criticized by 
the Better Business Bureau 
for failing to provide prospec­ 
tive contributors with in­ 
formation on how money is 
spent 


"At the proper time, we will 
be fully cooperative,” 
Graham said at the news 
conference. 
"My job is to do the 
spiritual, ministry," Graham 
added."I give myself to 
preaching and writing." 
He said the association’s 
board and executive commit­ 
tee have handled financial 
details and the board will 
decide, at a weekend meeting, 
what to disclose. A Graham 
aide said an announcement is 
expected next week. 
"When people give to our 
association, they trust that it’s 
being handled properly and 
wisely and invested for the ad­ 
vancement of the Kingdom of 
God, which all of it is," 
Graham said. 
He added that "the Gospel is 
free but the bucket you carry 
the Gospel in costs money." 
Graham broadcasts on hun­ 
dreds of radio and television 
stations, publishes a three- 
million circulation magazine, 


circulates 100 films and has 
eight evangelistic teams 
which have carried crusades 
to all continents.

Chuck Rainbolt, student 
government president at 
Rejected hymnal may 
be published anyway

The publishing arm of the 
Luthern Church-Missouri 
Synod plans to publish a new 
Lutheran hymnal in 1978, 
despite rejection of the 
hymnal by the synod at its Ju­ 
ly convention. 
Concordia Publishing House 
in St. Louis said It still plans 
"at this time" to publish the 
new Lutheran Book of Wor- 
shtp. The hymnal will be 
published with Augsburg 
Publishing House of the 
American Lutheran Church 
and Fortress Press of the 
Lutheran Church in America. 
At its biennial convention 
last July, the Missouri Synod 
withheld approval of the new 
hymnal, which had been 
developed jointly by four 
North American Lutheran 
churches. 
The synod decided that a 
panel should evaluate the book 
and either recommend 
changes or advocate the start 
of work on a separate hymnal. 
The "blue ribbon panel" is to 


make its recommendations at 
the 1979 convention, but the 
hymnal is slated for publica­ 
tion next fall. 
The Rev. Ralph Reinke, 
president of Concordia 
Publishing, said the firm 
"must keep our hand in." 
"It is unclear at this time 
what the committee is going to 
do, and what our response 
should be," he said. 
Reinke noted that the 
Missouri Synod still sends 
representatives to the Inter- 
Lutheran Commission on Wor­ 
ship, the body that drafted the 
hymnal.

Panel wants Baptist colleges

The Rev. Nancy Scarff, one 
of two women ministers serving 
parishes in North Dakbta, says 
she finds no advantage in her 
sex or her age — 27 — as asso­ 
ciate pastor at Faith United 
Methodist Church in Williston. 
Instead, she stresses "just 
being a différait person. I think 
every individual has different 
things to offer." 
The Rev. Eve Hook, 33, asso­ 
ciate pastor at McCabe United 
Methodist Church in Bismarck, 
agrees. 
"I do not feel I’m the only 
one who has a ministry just be­ 
cause I’m ordained," she said. 
"I feel everyone in the congre­ 
gation has a vital role. I feel I 
should help them see those pos­ 
sibilities in themselves and help 
them carry them out." 
The Rev. Scarff said assum­ 
ing her parish duties "wasn’t 
awkward at all." 
"At times, it gets frustrating, 
being new," she said. "You’re 
often aware that it’s a new 
thing by people’s curiosity. But 
people are very accepting." 
"It’s been pretty much a 
joy," the Rev. Hook said. "The 
parishioners have reacted real­ 
ly beautifully toward me. 
"I sometimes feel on display, 
which creates pressure," she 
added. "You’re on display both 
for being a minister and for 
being a woman. Occasionally 
you get a little tired of it. You 
just want to be a person who 


happens to be a minister." 
The Rev. Scarff, ordained a 
deacon last year and eligible to 
be ordained an elder this 
spring, said she finds "just get­ 
ting to know people and partici­ 
pating in life with them" the 
most rewarding part of her 
ministry. 
She said she is not focusing 
on a single ministry and added, 
"One stereotype we’re trying to 
get away from is that only 
women work well with youth 
and children." 
The Rev. Hook, ordained an 
elder in 1974, said, "I tend to 
find most of my rewards with 
one-to-one relationships and 
feel that I probably work best 
in that area.” 
Both ministers see an advan­ 
tage in their single status. 
"There’s a lot of single 
people, and maybe I’ll have 
more ability to minister to 
single people than if I were 
married," the Rev. Scarff said. 
"I am a divorced person, and 
I don’t try to hide that," the 
Rev. Hook said. "So I’ve found 
that I could use some of that 
experience in relating to some 
persons in our own congrega­ 
tion who are going through di­ 
vorces and having a rough time 
that way."

Churches also are in a non­ 
profit category, their limited 
resources for schools and 
other programs dependent on 
freewill offerings. 
Both circumstances — dif­ 
fering from the ordinary 
commercial-industrial world 
— make for church difficulties 
in adjusting to negotiations 
with unions of church 
workers. 
“It’s tough to apply the prin­ 
ciple," says Catholic Bishop 
Joseph A. 
McNicholas of 
Springfield, 111., cochairman 
of the bishops subcommittee 
and alqp head of the U.S. 
Catholic Conference social- 
development committee. 
"But principle is principle, 
and we stand behind it." 
Already unions have formed 
among lay teachers in 
Catholic high schools in 19 
dioceses, and also include 
clergy teachers in Columbus 
and Youngstown, Ohio, and 
e le m e n t a r y - s e c o n d a r y 
parochial teachers in Colum­ 
bus and New York City. 
Movements are under way 
for unions elsewhere, with it 
still uncertain among Catholic 
women’s orders whether nuns 
should be included. They are, 
in some cases. 
Parochial schools in the past 
were mainly staffed by nuns 
and clergy in vows, on 
minimal pay, but parochial 
te a c h e rs have become 
predominantly laity in recent 
times, bringing demands for 
unions, contractual conditions 
and better pay.

Corn growers sue USDA 


DES MOINES, Iowa (AP) — The National Corn Growers 
Association has filed suit in U.S. District Court in an effort to 
get the U.S. Department of Agriculture to impose tariffs and 
import fees on foreign sugar. 
“The value of 1976 and 1977 corn crops have been depressed 
from $250 million to $350 million because the Carter Ad­ 
ministration has not carried out the explicit mandate of Con­ 
gress,” charged Donald Schlichte, executive vice president 
oftheNCGA. 
“The USDA is offering direct payment subsidies to cane 
and beet growers, but completely ignoring the economic im­ 
pact upon corn sweeteners,” he said. 
Named as defendants in the suit filed late Thursday are 
Agriculture Secretary Robert Bergland, the Commodity 
Credit Corporation of the USDA, and Ray Fitzgerald, the ex­ 
ecutive vice president of the Commodity Credit Corporation. 
The NCGA Is headquartered in Boone, Iowa, and has about 
8,500 members in 47 states. 
Schlichte said corn growers joined in a coalition with beet 
and cane growers and processors to get the new sugar price 
support legislation enacted. He said they had assurances 
from Congress that the measure would bolster prices In the 
marketplace and protect corn growers as well as beet and 
cane growers. 
Instead, said Schlichte, the USDA deferred immediate ap­ 
plication of tariffs and import fees and invoked a direct- 
payment subsidy plan for beet and cane processors.

It’s also compelling “the 
church to face its relations to 
its own social doctrine,’’ says 
the Rev. Patrick Farrell of 
Washington, D C., the U. S. 
Roman Catholic bishops’ 
representative for parochial 
schools. 


Although the major, historic 
churches, both Protestant and 
Catholic, have long supported 
the right of workers to form 
unions to represent their in­ 
terests, church workers are 
among the last labor groups 
still largely unorganized. 
"In a sense, it's a new fron­ 
tier,” observes James A. 
Hamilton, an attorney and 
associate general secretary of 
the National Council of Chur 
ches, whose nonsupervisory 
employes are planning a vote 
on union representation.

The Rev. Nancy Scarff, one 
of two women ministers serving 
parishes in North Dakota, says 
she finds no advantage in her 
sex or her age — 27 — as asso­ 
ciate pastor at Faith United 
Methodist Church in Williston. 
Instead, she stresses “just 
being a different person. I think 
every individual has different 
things to offer.” 
The Rev. Eve Hook, 33, asso­ 
ciate pastor at McCabe United 
Methodist Church in Bismarck, 
agrees. 
“I do not feel I’m the only 
one who has a ministry just be­ 
cause I’m ordained.” she said. 
“I feel everyone in the congre­ 
gation has a vital role. I feel I 
should help them see those pos­ 
sibilities in themselves and help 
them carry them out." 
The Rev. Scarff said assum­ 
ing her parish duties “wasn't 
awkward at all.” 
“At times, it gets frustrating, 
being new,” she said. “You’re 
often aware that it's a new 
thing by people’s curiosity. But 
people are very accepting ” 
“ It’s been pretty much a 
joy,” the Rev. Hook said. “The 
parishioners have reacted real­ 
ly beautifully toward me. 
“I sometimes feel on display, 
which creates pressure,” she 
added. “You’re on display both 
for being a minister and for 
being a woman. Occasionally 
you get a little tired of it. You 
just want to be a person who 


happens to be a minister.” 
The Rev. Scarff, ordained a 
deacon last year and eligible to 
be ordained an elder this 
spring, said she finds “just get­ 
ting to know people and partici­ 
pating in life with them” the 
most rewarding part of her 
ministry. 
She said she is not focusing 
on a single ministry and added, 
“One stereotype we’re trying to 
get away from is that only 
women work well with youth 
and children.” 
The Rev. Hook, ordained an 
elder in 1974, said, “I tend to 
find most of my rewards with 
one-to-one 
relationships 
and 
feel that I probably work best 
in that area.” 
Both ministers see an advan­ 
tage in their single status. 
“There’s a 
lot of single 
people, and maybe I’ll have 
more ability to minister to 
single people than if I were 
married,” the Rev. Scarff said. 
“I am a divorced person, and 
1 don’t try to hide that,” the 
Rev. Hook said. “So I’ve found 
that I could use some of that 
experience in relating to some 
persons in our own congrega­ 
tion who are going through di­ 
vorces and having a rough time 
that way.” 
The Rev 
Scarff said the 
Methodist Church had been or­ 
daining women since 1956 and 
now counted some 500 women 
among its ministers. She said 
she would encourage others to 
enter the ministry.
